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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the resulting combination would work contrary to the claimed invention because the combination is intended to 
allow for axial withdrawal once a specific withdrawal force is reached, but the present invention does not allow for any axial withdrawal. It 
is the position of the examiner that the claim does not limited the invention to not allow foi^ any axiai withdrawal under all possible forces. 
The term "comprising" is open ended and allows for other limitations to be present. IHence claim 1 may be interpreted to mean no axial 
withdrawal within a certain range of withdrawal forces. 

Applicant argues that the resulting combination would not function as intended because the matching curved profiles would 
inherently prevent any desired axial withdrawal. However, the examiner does not agree with this assessment of the prior art since axial 
withdrawal will take place once a certain force exceeds the tension in the spring. The curved profiles do not prevent such relative motion, 
and such structure is known throughout the art of connections (see the previously cited art of Hansen et al. and Kramer et al.) . 
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
